LONGEST DAY OF THE YEAR 

tin Tuesday, the 21st day of June, 
the people of West Liberty together 
with all those who reside in tin 
Northern Hemisphere enjoyed the 
; "longest day of the year." Of course . 

days measure the complete alterna- 
| tion of light and darkness but by 
the use of the term we mean the 
day which has the greatest amount 
of light in a year 

One June 21st, then, occurred the 
summer solstice when the sun, hav ¬ 
ing reached the northernmost point 
in its apparent movement, began an 
apparent course to the southward. 
The sun. being higher north in rela¬ 
tion to the earth, naturally gives the 
people of the Northern Hemisphere 
more light. At the same time, to 
those who reside in the* Southern 
Hemisphere, our "longest day" coin¬ 
cides w ith their "longest night." 

Three months later, on September 
21st, the sun, in its apparent motion, 
crosses the Equator and we have the 
Fall Equinox. In another three 
months comes the Winter Solstice 
for us in the Northern Hemisphere 
and the Summer Solstice for those 
in the Southern Hemisphere And, 
in another three months the sun. 
this time moving apparently to the 
North, crosses the Equator and gives 
us the Spring Equinox on March 21st. 

The great circle of the heavens 
around which the sun seems to travel 
is called the Ecliptic. The important 
points on the Ecliptic are the sols¬ 
tices and the equinoxes, and the en¬ 
tire circle is divided into twelve 
parts, called the signs of the Zodiac. 
Originally, named after the con¬ 
stellations through which the Eclip¬ 
tic passed, they continue to be so : 
called.

e S. Forest Service on Cumberland 
National Forest are now complete, 
it was announced at the Forest Sup- 
ervisor’s office in Winchester 
The complete road system of the 
l Natonal Forest, located in seventeen 
counties contains 650 mile t»f tin- 
total, all but 12u miles ol road are 
now existing 232 mile- havi been 
1 rough graded. 211 finish grade. 170 
• have received the fust course of 
1 crushed lime -tone ami 115 miles 
an ready for mamteiianu 

During the construction ot the 
roads it has been necessary to erect 
seven permanent bridges, four tem¬ 
porary bridges, and right permanent 
bridges are now under construction. 

In tin location and construction ol 
roads, several points ur. taken into 
consideration The mads are located 
so as to harmonize with the sur- < 
roundings by eonforming to the ex-j 
isting* topography and avoiding long 
straight stretches. The roads are 
built above hgh water and during 
their construction great care is ex¬ 
ercised to preserve trees, under 
brush, beautiful rock formations and 
the natural beauty of the surround¬ 
ings. 

The purposes behind this pro¬ 
gram ot road building are: make 
possible the transportation of men 
and supplies necessary for fire 
fighting, general administrative trav¬ 
el by forest workers, outlets for tim¬ 
ber products, and for recreational 
use by the public. 

Most of the work being done on 
road constructon is by the CCC en- 
rollees in the six camps on Cumber¬ 
land National Forest. The balance 
of the labor now employed is fur- 
[ nished by workers from other relief 
rolls. 1 

The newly constructed roads are 
being “discovered” by increasing ' 
numbers of tourists and local motor- 1 
ists each day. Many of these roads 1 
are already heavily traveled and 1 
traffic counts indicate that the num¬ 
ber of users runs into the thousands. (

KENTUCKY STRAWBERRY CROP 

A half-million crates of straw¬ 
berries added another million dollars 
to the income of Kentucky farmers 
this year, according to a survey made 
by the College of Agriculture at Lex¬ 
ington Most of the big shipments 
went to large cities in the north and 
t-ast, but hundreds of truckloads 
moved to smaller cities in neighbor¬ 
ing states. Ten cooperative associa¬ 
tions sold nearly all of the berries. 
Several of them this year used an 
spection service furnished coopera¬ 
tively by the Kentucky Agricultural 
Experiment Station and the United 
States Department of Agriculture. 

Cooperative marketing of wool in¬ 
creased materially in Kentucky this 
year, with the Kentucky Wool Grow¬ 
ers' Association handling 50 percent 
more wool than in any previous 
season. Advance payments averaged 
slightly more than 21 '2 cents a 
pound, all grades considered. About 
85 percent of the Kentucky wool 
graded quarter to a S staple or cloth¬ 
ing. and is used largely for knitted 
garments. 

Farmers and business men in sev¬ 
eral Kentucky communities have 
successfully developed a cooperative 
tomato industry which is increasing 
the income of farmers and at the 
same time giving employment in 
canneries, Farmers are increasing 
their acreages of tomatoes as they 
become more profitable and many 
local people are finding part-time 
work in canneries.

REDUCE FIRE LOSS 

Destruction in rural fires is said to | 
average $400 a minute, a loss which 
proper precautions might materially | 
reduce, suggests Prof. J. B. Kelley of 
the University of Kentucky College 
of Agriculture. While the farmer 
must be his own fireman and build¬ 
ing inspector, doing a good job might 
reduce the annual farm fire loss of 
about $225,000,000 

Suggestion include making roofs 
of large buildings out of tin or other 
fire-resistant material. Chimneys 
need to be kept free of soot Furnac¬ 
es, stoves and stovepipes properly in¬ 
stalled and inspected regularly re¬ 
duce a common cause of fires. Old. i 
cracked chimneys often leak sparks. 
Many fires start in fireplaces poorly | 
constructed dr in poor condition. 

A system ol properly mounded 
conductors gives protection against 
lightning. C'arilo.-ne.- in handling 
lamps and lantern.- in disposing ol 
ashes, in stonng and handling gaso¬ 
line and kerosene, .aid in allowing 
rubbish to accumulate where it be-, 


At the forthcoming celebration of 
the seventy-fifth anniversary of the 
Battle of Gettysburg, some 12.000 of 
the "Boys of the Blue and Grey” will 
be represented, according to esti¬ 
mates. by about 2,000 of them. Un¬ 
der recent legislation, the Federal 
Government will pay the traveling 
expenses of the aged veterans to the 
scene of the conflict. This offer ap¬ 
plies to Confederate veterans as well 
as those of the Army of the United 
States. 


RADIO 

George H. Payne, a member of the 
Federal Communications Committee, 
recently charged that lobbyists had 
attempted to influence the dicision 
of one of his fellow-commissioners. 
He charged that free competition is 
disappearing in the broadcasting 
field and that the broadcasters seek 
the "spoils” rather than the produc¬ 
tion of beneficial programs.

Ciu¬ 
dad Trujillo, formerly Santo Domin¬ 
go, is the oldest European settle¬ 
ment in this hemisphere, having 
been founded by Bartolome, a 
brother of Christopher Columbus, in 
1496. 


TORPEDO-PROOF? 

Torpedo explosions heard all over 
he southern part of Philadelphia 
were examined by experiments made 
at the Navy Yard to test a new 
"shell-proof" hull which may revo¬ 
lutionize battleship construction. The 
new design is said to be an out¬ 
growth of the so-called blister de¬ 
veloped by the British Navy in the 
World War. Experiments in this 
country have been suspended since 
the Naval Treaty of 1922, but the 
new billion-dollar building program 
put engineers to work to perfect 
new defenses against torpedoes. 


BLAMES UTILITIES 

William O. Douglas, chairman of 
the Securities and Exchange Com¬ 
mission, charges that the utility in¬ 
dustry, for the most part, is bogged 
down in a morass of accumulated 
unpaid dividends amounting to more 
than $400,000,000. 

He contends that the industry is 
tremendously over-capialized and 
that its present plight is to be blam¬ 
ed on this condition. Mr. Douglas as¬ 
serts that forty-six percent ol the 
$3,800,000,000 of preferred stock on 
registered holding companies and 


NEW POWER RATE 

Wholesale power rates proposed by 
Administrator J. D. Ross for the 
Bonneville Dam project have been 
approved in substance by the Fed¬ 
eral Power Commission. The rates 
are said to be the lowest ever pro¬ 
posed in the United States for whole¬ 
sale power and are based on the 
kilowatt year, an innovation in 
American rate computation. For 
power purchased at the dam for 
industrial use. the charge will be 
$14.50 a kilvvatt year. 


MONOPOLY ILLS 

Declaring that many of the na¬ 
tion's economic ills are to be traced 
to the blighting hand of monopoly. 
Aubrey Williams, deputy-Adminis- 
trator of the WPA. says that more 
than twenty-five per cent by value 
of the products were higher in price 
last April than they were a year be¬ 
fore, despite the devasting drop in 
business. Back of most of these con¬ 
trolled prices, he asserts, is a con¬ 
centration of ownership and direc¬ 
tion which concentrates control far 
from the site of the general popula¬ 
tion. Mr. Williams points out that 
the steel industry has maintained 
its prices although production has 
fallen off three-quarters and pay¬ 
rolls of its workers have dropped 
fifty-five per cent since last year.
